Italian flier, 
and the suicide of his mechanic, 
Mauranta Quaranta, stirred public 
interest today. 
The Italian consul said Di Robi- 
lant told him that Quaranta hanged 
Himself t*P£He limb of a tree with 
his own belt rather than endure 
longer the suffering of starvation 
and fever. The fliers left Sao Paulo 
April 12 and were forced down the 
next day near Pirajury. 
Earlier reports said the mechanic 


died in a hospital at San Jose as a 
result of his experiences. 
Forced Down In Jungles. 


As told to the consul, the fliers 


encountered a storm four hours out^ 
of Sao Paulo and were forced down 
in the jungles due to a leakage of 
fuel Leaving the plane undamaged, 
they started back toward civiliza- 
tion with marmalade and hardtack 
as their only provisions. 
Mosquitoes harassed them every 


foot of the way. Ants devoured their 
food Constant wading of streams 
sapped their energy. Loss of their 
matches in the water left them 
without means to build a fire They 
subsisted for days on what fish they 
could catch with their hands and 
the fruit they could find 
Reaches Parana River.

Behind the prosaic court action 
instituted by the girls who ask not 
only their freedom from the Both- 
baums, but a court order for a re- 
ceiver of their property arid a judg- 
ment against the couple is an amaz- 
ing story 
It is a drama of greed, 


of exploitation, of poverty, a drama 
that has about it something of a 
Dickensian flavor. 
And appropri- 


ately enough the story of the Hil- 
tons begins in one of the poor dis- 
tricts of London, where the tviins 
were born on February 5, 1908. 


It does not require an excess of 


imagination to picture the grief and 
despair of their mother, a poor wo- 
man, when she discovered that The 
twin daughters born to her were 
joined together by a ligature which 
connected the two tiny bodies at the 
base of the spine. Convinced that 
it would be difficult to care for them 
properly even had they been normal 
the mother knew that +o look after 
them and bring them up under ex- 
isting conditions, was virtually im- 
possible. 


And so, according to the story told 
by the twins, their mother sold 


them to the nurse who looked alter 
her, when the babies were but twen- 
ty days old. The nurse, whose name 
was Mary Hilton, had promised the 
mother that she would rear and care 
for them tenderly and kindly. And 
so, a deed, to the two girls was exe- 
cuted and"recorded m England. Aiid 
Mary Hilton became sole guardian 
of her strange charges. 


The Siamese twins say that they 
have no memories of real childhood. 
As soon as it was possible to do so, 
they were taken to circuses and ex- 
hibited as curiosities Even while the 
babes played with their toys, they 
weie already being exploited. 


When the sisters were 8 years of 


age, their foster mother, Mrs. Hil- 
ton died. But some three jears 
pnor to her death, she had made a 
will seeking to transfer her title to 
the twins, to her daughter, Editii 
Emily Rothbaum—the Mrs. Rothi- 
baurn named in the present Hilton 
suit. This will was duly probated. 
And then, say the Hiltons, they were 
taken to the United States. HSfe 
they were exhibited and became 
famous. 


The twins say thai they have 
earned as high as S3.500 a week, but 
allege that the Rothbaums have in- 
\ested these earnings in their own 
name, and provided the twins mere- 
ly with the necessities of life. Violet 
end Daisy were not Permitted to as- 
sociate with other children or to at- 
tend school ,they say. But as they 
believed Mrs. Rothbaum was their 


aunt, and that Mrs. Hilton had been 
their grandmother, they obeyed the 
Rothbaums implicitly. 
As they'grew older, they began to 


ask questions about themselves and 
their parentage and also demanded 
to be allowed to handle some of the 
money they had been instrumental 
in earning. This line of conduct, 
they allege, made the Rothbaums 
guard them even more closely. When 
they became too insistent in their 
questions and demands, they were 
frightened with threats of being 
placed in an asylum. 
It was in 1927 that Rothbaum had 


each girl sign a contract to work 
for him for $500 a week. It is liiis 
contract that the girls are seeking 
to have voided. And as the girls are 
now 21 years old, they claim that 
they are entitled to hold property 
in their own names and rights. 
Therefore, they are asking for their 
money, which they allege in then- 
petition, has been invested by Roth- 
baum in his name. 
Whatever is the outcome of this 
strange case, which moves graph- 
ically from the slums of London to 
the palatial home in San Antonio 
Texas, where the twins now live, one 
tiling is'certain. It is that there is 
no such thing as the willing to one 
human bemg to another, and thai 
under the terms of such a document 
the twins are "in bondage " They are 
as united in their demands for 
justice as they have always been in 
all matters affecting their happiness 
and welfare.

Kuhr case the disposition of Sl,- 
59648. The depositors allege that the 
final settlement fund was never in- 
tended to apply, to another class 
than stockholders' in banks and that 
the state cannot legally compel de- 
positors to make such payments. 
The two banks are among those 


in the state -which were reopened 
after failure upon depositors per- 
mitting their deposits to be scaled 
down. As a condition to the re- 
opening the state required that the 
banks set aside for the final de- 
positors fund moneys levied agains 
stockholders but never paid by them 
before failure of the banks. The de- 
positors seek in their suits to keep 
the state from ever collecting these 
moneys. 


The state charges that the de- 
positors voluntarily contracted to 
set aside the money as a condition 
for the reopening of the banks ant 
that they should now be compellec 
to abide by their own contracts. The 
state also claims that, regardless of 
reorganization, the banks are con- 
tinuous institutions and that 
claim which was a valid one against 
the stockholders is still valid and in 
force.

He begins with their meeting in 
a Paris library, Gaudier a French 
sculptor, Sophie a Polish spinster. 
He was 19, she 38; both were ill, 
jhysically and mentally; starved 
md lonely. 


Wild Genius. 


Casually they came together, to 


ive in a mother and son relation- 
ship for five years until, in 1915, 
Gaudier-Brzeska 
(he added her 
name to his) went to war and 
death. 
Soon 
afterward 
Sophie, 
;aunt, cracked, died in a madhouse. 
Through his letters to her one 
may read of their nervous, impov- 
erished life. The story loses noth- 
ing by our unfamiliarity with the 
genius who had to sketch English 
tavern customers for a penny a- 
piece in order to subsist. 
Gauguin's life, of course, is of 
better acquaintance. Skeptical as I 
am of copious dialog written into 
a biography, I found Becker's work 
enthralling, as a novel is. 
He is frankly sympathetic toward 
his subject (I almost wrote charac- 
ter), making frirn pathetically mis- 
understood. 
Gauguin was one of those tor- 
tured souls who find business pois- 
onous. He quit his position as liqui- 
dator in a Paris bank at the age of 
35 to devote himself to painting. 
His paintings didn't sell, his sav- 
ings were soon gone, and he was 
estranged from his Danish wife. 
An impressionist, he was regard- 


ed by the art dealers as an imitator 
of Pissarro. A rebel, he was always 
deliberately 
offending people. A 


former sailor, he wandered off to 
Panama and worked in the infested 
jungles on the ill-fated French 
canal. 
He then traveled on to Martin- 


ique and went native. Returning to 
France, he was a friend of Vincent 
Van Gogh for a while, but 
Van 
Gogh was madder than Gauguin, 
Finally Gauguin settled in Tahiti, 


on the pittance of a government 
clerk, and went native there. There 
he died of an overdose of narcotics 
ending the a^ony of mind and body.

NANKING, China, May 5—(/P)— 


The extra-territorial 
privileges of 


foreigners in this country, provided 
in treaties with the great powers, 
have been abrogated by the 
nationalist government as of Janu- 
ary 1, 1932. 
Foreign Minister C. T. Wang is- 
sued a statement yesterday to the 
effect that citizens of other coun- 
tries would be subject to the juris- 
diction of Chinese courts, instead of 
consular courts, after that date 
Special courts will be established 
for such cases, he said, in Shanghai, 
Tientsin, Mukden and Canton. 


Calling attention to the mandate 
of December 28, 1929, the statement 
said it was China's duty to abolish 
all unequal treaties and all extra- 
territorial rights. Negotiations with 
nations having- such treaties had 
reached an "unfortunate impasse," 
it was said. 
Appreciation of the sympathetic 
attitude of some countries was ex- 
pressed, together with the regret 
that they were not prepared to meet 
completely China's wishes.

Police learned that she 
had been seen in the neighborhood 
of 161st street and

Ean Francisco and Pan Diego and 
during the World war served on a 
mine carrier. 


His prize-winning editorial ^ was 


baced ui:on the re-election of Sen- 
ator George W- Norris to the United 
States senate. It follows in fu;j: 


Senator George W. Norris, 


never lacking a mandate from 
the people of Nebraska in the 
course he has pursued "as a. 
member of the United. States 
senate, now returns to "Wash- 
ington 
doubly assured of the 


unquestioned approval of his 
state and its people. 


The senatorial record of Mr. 


Norris, with all its ramifica- 
tions, has1 been,, endorsed in as 
convincing a manner as any- 
one could wish. Many reasons 
have been advanced as to why 
such 
an 
endorsement should 


not be extended to him. 
The 


opposition to Mr. Norns has 
been conducted as ably' and 
as thoroughly as any group of 
capable politicians could do the 
job. The candidacy of as fine 
a statesman as Nebraska ever 
produced has been presented to 
the state as an alternative to 
that of Mr. Norris, and has 
been rejected. 


Acceptance of the 
sii.ua.tion 


is therefore a matter without 
choice. To continue the argu- 
ment is to waste \\ ords. The op- 
position to Senator Norris has 
been 
so completely subdued 


and so thoroughly discredited 
that further jousting with the 
windmill is more quixotic than 
Quixote himself. 


There is not even good rea- 


son for being disgruntled over 
the result 
For the purpose of 


the Nebraska political situation, 
70,000 people cant be wrong. 
The will of the state is seldom 
expressed in so tremendous a 
majority, and it niust be taken 
not only as an endorsement of 
Mr. Norris, but also as at least 
a temporary quietus upon his 
critics and opponents.

The state of Nebraska 
has 


elected Norris to the 
United 


States senate this year, as it 
has many times in the past, 
mairly because he is not want- 
ed there 
If his return 
to 


Washington causes discomfiture 
m official circles, the people of 
Nebraska will regard their votes 
as not ha\ing been cast in vain 
They do not want farm relief 
or any other legislative benefits 
a senator might bring them; all 
thev want is a chance to sit 
back and gloat. 


Nebraska nurses an Ingrow- 


ing grouch against America in 
general and eastern America in 
particular. The state 'expects 
nothing from the national gov- 
ernment, which it regards as 
largely under eastern control, 
and asks nothing. It has lost 
interest in constructive partici- 
pation in federal affairs, and 
its people are in a vindictive 
frame of mind. 
This grouch is cultural as 


much as political. Nebraska and 
its people have been the butt of 
eastern jokesters so long they 
are embittered. 
Every major 


federal project of the last half 
century has been disadvantag- 
eous to them. The "building of 
the Panama canal imposed a 
discriminatory 
rate 
burden 


upon them. Various reclama- 
tion projects ha\e increased 
agricultural competition Feder- 
al tariff policies increase the 
cost of living in Nebraska, with-

out material benefit to Nebras- 
ka producers. 
Nebraska \oters have long since 


ceased to look to Washington 
for relief, and they no longer 
select their congressional repre- 
sentatives with relief in view. 
Neither George Norris nor any 
of his Nebraska colleagues in 
congress have been able to 
combat this hopeless situation. 
If Norris were forced to rely 
upon what he has done in con- 
gress for Nebraska, he would 
approach an election day with 
fear in his heart.

But Senator Norris has found 


another way to serve Nebraska. 
By making himself objection- 
able to federal administrations 
without regard to political com- 
plexion and to eastern interests 
of every kind, he has afforded 
Nebraskans a chance to vent 
their wrath. He is, perhaps un- 
wittingly, an instrument of re- 
venge. 


The people of Nebraska would 


not listen to George Norris long 
enough to let him tell them 
how to elect a dog catcher in the 
smallest village in the state, but 
they have been sending him to 
the senate so long it is a habit. 
If he lives long enough and 
does not get tired, of the job, he 
will spend more years in the 
upper house of congress than 
any man before him. Death, ill 
health or personal disinclina- 
tion—one of these may some 
day drive him. out of the sen- 
ate, but the people of Nebraska 
never will! 
The state asks little of him in 
return. It gnes him perfect 
freedom of movement and of 
opinion. It holds him to no 
party or platform. It requires no 
promises of him, no pledges. He 
need have no concern for his 
constituency, is under no obli- 
gation to people or to politi- 
cians. He can devote as much of 
his time as he likes to the 
Muscle Shoals power site, and 
none at all to western Nebraska 
irrigation projects. He can vote 
for the low tariff demanded by 
cane sugar producers of Cuba, 
while the beet sugar growers of 
Nebraska are starving to death. 
He can interest himself in poli- 
tical scandals in Pennsylvania, 
and, be wholly unconcerned over 
the economic plight of the Ne- 
braska farmer. 
He can do all these things, 


and be as assured of election as 
the seashore is of the tide. He 
could spend-a campaign jear in 
Europe, and beat a Gearge 
Washington "in a republican 
primary and an Abraham Lin- 
coln in a general election 
_ And yet, George Norris is no

The people of other states believe 
he ii> revered as an idol in his 
own state. As a matter of fact, 
he is probably held in lower es- 
teem in Nebraska than in any 
other state in the union. 


His endorsement 
of 
another 


candidate is of no real value. He 
'could not throw a hatful of votes 
over any political fence in the 
state. He gave his tacit support 
to LaFollette as a third party 
presidential 
candidate in 1924, 


and the Wisconsin senator could 
have carried all his Nebraska 
votes m his hip pocket without 
a bulge. He came into Nebraska 
in 1928 with a fanfare of demo- 
cratic trumpets 
and 
of radio 


hook-ups, stumped the state for 
Governor Smith—and Nebraska 
gave Herbert Hoover the largest 
majority, on a basis of percent- 
age, 
of all the 
states 
in 
the 


union. 
As far as the people of Ne- 


braska" are 
concerned, George 


Norris is as deep as the Atlantic 
ocean in 
Washington, 
and- as 


shallow as the Platte river in his 
own state. 
The explanation of this fas- 


cinating political paradox is to be 
found not 
in an analysis of 


Norris, but of Nebraska. As a 
senator, Norris has 
given Ne- 


braska something the state never 
had before. He has 
put 
the 


"Gentleman from Nebraska" on 
every front page in America, and 
has kept him there. A resident 
of Nebraska can 
pick 
up the 


latest edition of a New York 
daily or of? an Arizona weekly, 
and find "Norns of Nebraska" 
in at least j;hree type faces. 
* » * 


The the publicity Norris gets 


for Nebraska. is not the whole 
story. His real strength in Ne- 
braska is measured by the antag- 
onisms he stirs up beyond the 
borders of the state. His people 
take delight in setting him on 
the heels of the ruling powers, 
whether of government, of 
fi- 


nance or of industry. The more 
he makes himself obnoxious to a 
political party, to a national ad- 
ministration or to Wall street, 
the better they like him. 


Nebraska is not interested in 


the smallest degree in what pro- 
gress he makes, or what he ac- 
complishes. It has been said of 
Norris that he has 
cast more 


negative votes against winning 
causes 
and 
more 
affirmative 


votes for lost causes than any 
other man- in the senate. 
But 


every tune he succeeds in pester- 
ing his 
prey until it turns 


around and snarls back at him, 
the chuckles can be heard all 
the way from Council Bluffs to 
Scottsbluff. 


The summary of it all is that 


Nebraska derives a great ceal 
of pleasure out of shoving George 
Norris down the great American 
throat. He has been an effective 
emetic in republican and demo- 
cratic administrations alike, has 
worried 
every president 
from 


Taft to Hoover. His retirement 
from the senate, whether volun- 
tary or forced, would, be wel- 
comed in more quarters than 
that of any of his colleagues. 


The peopla of Nebraska know 
this, and enjoy it. Every tune 
Norris baits the power trust or 
lambasts the social lobby, cNe- 
braska gets the same amuse- 
ment out of his antics that a 
small boy gets out of sicing a 
dog on. an alley cat.

WISDOM BORN OF 


ADVERSITY. 


History was in the making at Atlantic City last 


week when scores of distinguished business and in- 
dustrial leaders in America attended the annual ses- 
sions of the national Chamber of Commerce. 


They passed a resolution favoring a reduction of 


duties provided by the Smoot-Hawley tariff law. 


Their action is unprecedented. 
Here was a group of men, who from their earliest 


business experience, have been friendly and zealous 
in their support of the high protective principle. They 
have looked upon it as the arch-stor^ of American 
prosperity^- They have said it was the foundation of 
business; literally the father of American manufac- 
turing. It has been sufficient to w'm then- allegiance 
as earnest and devoted followers of the political party 
which sponsored it, and through the years they have 
given more than lip service to that organization. They 
have thrown their influence to its cause and reached 
deep in their pockets to furnish it with a plentiful 


supply of funds. And now they have repudiated it. 


Why? 
For the first time since the Civil war the American 


people are beginning to study the protective tariff 
principle as applied by the republicans with critical 
eyes. They have started to ask embarrassing ques- 
tions. They have insisted on being told how Ameri- 
ca can expect foreign nations to continue to buy of 
her when she refuses to trade with them. With the 
suddenness of a clap of thunder from a clear sky, 
they have finally come to realize there is something 
in the age-old rule of commerce. Exchange is the 
basis of trade. If you will not buy you cannot sell. 
If you will not take the goods which other peoples 
produce you cannot expect them to be in the econom- 
ic position to purchase those commodities which you 
'desire to sell. 


When the Smoot-Hawley bill was under consider- 


ation in congress, prominent republicans, urged it be 
defeated. Their wishes were ignored. The solemn 
warning which they issued as they viewed decreasing 
orders from abroad, as they came into actual con- 
tact with the deep, smouldering resentment against 
Americans and American-made products, as the im- 
ploring cries of their representatives abroad reached 
them, beseeching them to plead with the party in 
power not to invite "reprisals by other nations, passed 
unheeded. A republican majority in both houses of 
congress passed the bill; President Hoover signed it, 
and it became law although it violated the pledge 
which he had given to the Middle West. The fury 
broke loose and first France and Germany and now 
other nations proceeded to make good on their threat 
to adopt tariff reprisals against this country. 


We have our splendid isolation today although it is 


not of the type which the American people desire. 
We are hated and despised. We are looked upon as 


. greedy and avaricious. Our products are wanted onl> 


when it is impossible to buy elsewhere. The friend- 
ships which America's idealistic attitude in the World 
war won for her have changed to intermingled envy 
and loathing. Our trade conquests which were made 
easy and simple because Europe was a seething fur- 
nace of conflict have been sacrificed. 


The United States, with factories expanded far be- 


yond the domestic needs of her people, with her agri- 
culture far beyond home requirements, has outgrown 
the old principle of the protective tariff. She could 
afford to embrace it eagerly and affectionatfty when 
she was content to live largely by herself. But when 
she fed the world, when- she build industrial establish- 
ments to produce hundreds of millions of dollars o 
products for far-flung lands, when she geared farm' 
ing activities to feed hungry mouths in other coun 
tries, she definitely turned her back upon the old 
and entered into a new era. Unfortunately she clung 
to a sword which had served her many years. Since 
1920 she has been plunging that sword into her own 


ions which are printed at the cost of the state, and 
file these recommendations with the legislature. As a 
rule, the legislature promptly forgets all about them 
and ignores their advice. This was the case with 
.he tax commission appointed in 1913, the chMdren's 
code commission of ten years or twelve years ago, the 
compensation commission named in 1927, the water 
urvey commission of 1929, and others.

Their "investigation" Is often a farce, be- 
ause they are already committed to certain notions 
which they want the state to adopt. 


As to the addition of any more permanent adminis- 


;rative organizations, such as the proposed "compen- 
ation court commission," it has not been shown eith- 
•r that they are needed or that they will administer 
he law any better than it has been administered in 
he past. No serijus complaint has been heard regard- 
ng the way in which compensation matters are now 
handled. Why, then, change? 
• 
v 


The legislature saw fit to kill or sidetrack bills pro- 


dding for a real estate board, a judicial council, and 
a highway commission. If Nebraska can get along 
without them, it ought to be able to forego the lux- 
uries of ia tax Investigation board and a compensa- 
ion commission. 


TROTZKY THE BYSTANDER. 


The latest newspaper mention of Leon Trotzky 
hows how complete has been the fall from power of 
his former communist leader of Soviet Russia. The 
iery Russian, who served as war commisar of the 
Soviet Union during the early years of the republic, 
appears now as a broken individual, bereft of power 
and begging for refuge in some desirable land. 


As a drowning man grasps in desperation at a 


traw, so has Trotzky responded to the faint indica- 
ion that he might be welcome in the new republic 
>f Spain. He has about as much hope of being re- 
:eived in Spain as the drowning man has of gaining 
support from the straw. 


It would occasion the greatest surprise if Spain 
hould admit the exiled Russian. The slight hope 
held out to Trotzky was a declaration attributed to 
he Spanish minister of foreign affairs that the new 
•epublic should offer him its hospitality. Trotzky im- 
mediately telegraphed asking for a visa. 


If Spain should admit Trotzky it would be recogni- 
ion that he is no longer feared or respected. The 
new republic, however, can scarcely afford to take the 
chance of playing with lire. Communism may not be 
an active danger to the new government but it does 
exist to a minor extent in Spain and a leader like 
Trotzky might furnish the inspiration to a movement 
which would cause considerable grief to the successors 
of Alfonso. 


It is not surprising that Trotzky wants to leave 


Turkey. He went there because no other country 
would receive him. The desire to live in a climate 
;hat would be more favorable to himself, his wife and 
his daughter, all of whomtare more or less-'sickly, is 
only a minor reason why'he hopes to escape. The 
principal reason he finds Turkey so distasteful is be- 
cause Kemal Pasha's government is very friendly-to 
'he governing powers of the Soviet Union." 


Trotzky has little freedom in Turkey. He cannot 


communicate freely with his former friends either in 
or out of Russia and can take no active part in the 
nternational affairs of communism. He is a by- 
stander. 


In this role, it must be with bitterness that Trot- 


zky observes the growing strength and power of Jo- 
seph Stalin. There was a time when Trotzky dreamed 
of himself in the position now held by Russia's "Man 
of Steel." 
' 


Trotzky and Stalin were fellow 
workers under 


Lenin, the Napoleon of the Russian revolution. Both 
had nlayed leading parts in the Red revolution and in 
the events which followed. They worked together, al- 
though even then with more or less friction, in the 
years when Russia was battling against the Allied and 
White armies and when famine and internal trouble 
threatened to destroy the new government. 


The struggle between" the two men began before the 


death of Lenin when "his illness made it evident that 
Russia would soon have a new leader. Trotzky had 
served well as a military leader but excelled as the 
fiery orator, the master of satire and invective, and 
the authority on theoretical 
communism. Stalin, 


lacking the intellectual brillance of his opponent, was 
the politician, the organizer, the man of action. 


The battle between the two men and their re- 


spective followers was waged within the communist 
party until Stalin grew strong enough to force the 
exile of Trotzky. It has continued since that time 
but It has all been one-sided. Stalin has adopted 
many of the principles which Trotzky advocated and 
thereby disarmed opposition to a great extent. At 
the same time he has continued the battle against 
any of the leaders who were sympathetic toward 
Trotzky until nearly all of them have been forced in- 
to retirement. 


Trotzky, from his exile in Turkey, must realize the 


truth more and more of that fable which Chamber- 
fln relates in which Trotzky is seen standing before 
the mausoleum of Lenin declaring "He is alive, though 
dead; and I am dead, although alive."

INTERFERENCE WITH TRADE. 


Georges Theunis is a pretty big Belgian. He was 


formerly prime minister of his country and is the re- 
tiring president of the international chamber of com- 
merce, which is just beginning its sessions 4n Wash- 
ington. In an address before that body Monday, M. 
Theunis places a, large part of the blame for\he pres- 
ent depression upon the tariff walls which the various 
ations have builded about themselves. Says the Bel- 
gian economist: 


"In company with many other business men. I am 
convinced that government interference is most often 
useless and also harmful. 
Since it interferes with 
.the free play of economic laws, these in the long run 
always assert themselves and the success which has 
attended certain instances of government intervention 
has only been temporary." 


In no small measure the success that has attend- 


ed this country and the tremendous progress that it 
has made, have been due to the Tact that we have 
been blessed with a vast area and great population, 
•with absolutely free trade between all of the states. 
There has been no restriction upon the exchange of 
commodities, which are produced in almost unlimited 
variety. On the otfcer hand. Europe is cut up into a 
great number of small states, the governments of 
which interfere with the neural flow of trade by the 
erection of tariff walls. Thus the United States starts 
olf -with a very great advantage. 


Our productive capacity has developed so enormous- 


ly. however, that in order to market our farm prod- 
ucts and ieep our industrial operatives employed we 
must have a foreign outlet, but we find our tariff 
•wall placing us in the same position that the states of 
Europe have been occupying. We are keeping for- 
eign goods out and 3n consequence cannot sell our 
own surplus. 


M. Theunis sees what is wrong. He knows why the 


countries of Europe have been trailing and of course 
he understands that ~e have placed ourselves 3n the 
same fix. He i« not speaking particularly Tor this 
country nor for his own. but Tor all others— Tor the 
people of the world at large.

QUESTION. 
Farmville, Va. 


You say that you do not believe in 
he doctrine of the infallibility of the 
Sible. What are the' arguments for 
nd against the doctrine of the itt- 
allibility of the pope? 


ANSWER. 


I distrust all absolute terms ex- 
ept as applied to God himself, and 
lowhere have those terms been more 
misused and abused than in relig- 
ous controversies. To assert, for ex- 
ample, that we have an infallible 
3ible presupposes that each and all 
ts authors as such were infallible, 
mce they could not transmit what 
heydid not possess. 
The Bible 


makes no such claim for itself. 
The papal office is not invested 


with infallibility by Catholic doc- 
ors save in its utterances pertain- 
ing to faith and doctrine. When the 
>ccupant of that office speaks ex- 
athedra upon these issues the 
logma of his church maintains that 
he Holy Spirit safeguards his ut- 
erances against error and fulfills 
hem with the mind of God. Thus 
'or specific purposes and on rare 
jccasions final authority is conceded 
o the Pontiff as of divine origin. 
This, in brief, is the doctrine of 
papal infallibility accepted by our 
Catholic brethren, and rejected by 
'rotestants because they 
cannot 


conceive a. human situation in which 
each and all of the conditions which 
nsure such perfect knowledge have 
been met. 
x 


Of course, the answer of the doc- 
rine's advocates is that those con- 
ditions are entirely subordinated to 


control and guidance of the Holy 
Spirit. The rejoinder in turn to this 
contention is that such an answer is 
he product of reasoning in a cir- 
cle—namely, that God's will, whether 
revealed in th- Bible or through the 


ihurch, must be wholly free from 
error—therefore the infallible me- 
dium, whether Book or Pontiff. 
I have no intention of discussing 
at length this venerable dispute, 
Protestants have asserted infallibil- 
ty for a great literature called, the 
Jible which covered at least fifteen 
lundred years in its productive pe- 
riod. Catholics likewise maintain in- 
'allibility for the Bible, and also 
'or the pope when he speaks as the 
lead of Christ's visible church for 
nstruction-'in matters of the high- 
est spiritual importance. Despite the 
quarrels raging around these claims 
and counterclaims, the important 
factor in the entire case is that God's 
will is known, loved and obeyed by 
'aithful 
souls belonging to 
all 
branches of Christianity. 


After all, I have yet to find even 
a most nronounced dogmatist on 
either side of 'the controversy who 
is not in actual Christian living and 
character a better man than some of 
lis dogmas would lead one to sus- 
pect. 


QUESTION. 


Is it not possible for a man to be 
strictly moral and yet spiritually de- 
fective? Quite apart from the ques- 
tion of rewards and punishments in 
a future life, at the age of seventy- 
one, 
which I have reached, I hare 


known many instances of what 
seemed to k»e a rather selfish or 
satisfied morality. It appears to Wte 
that the two are somewhat incom- 
patible, and that it might be help- 
ful to all of us to have this pointed 
out mote frequently. 


ANSWER. 


The texture of human personality 
is so closely woven that it is prac- 
tically impossible 
t separate 
its 
moral and spiritual elements. It has 
been definitely established, however, 
that religion stimulates and also 
stabilizes morals. "By their fruits ye 
shall know them," was Christ's un- 
failing test in solving the problem 
you raise. St. Paul echoed his Mas- 
ter's teaching in his letter to the 
Galatians: 


"The fruitof the spirit is love, joy, 
peace, 
long suffering, 
kindness, 


goodness, 
faithfulness, 
meekness, 


self-control" (v. 22). You will agree 
that this is a fairly exhaustive list 
of the visible virtues of the Holy 
Spirit's invisible ministry, and one 
which saidly too few professed re- 
ligionists fully attain. 
The so-called moral man who has 


breathed 
a religious 
atmosphere 


from his birth receives its benefits 
both directly and indirectly. But if 
we take into account purity of mo- 
tive and thought as well as open 
rectitude of life, who is. sufficient for 
these things? Observances of out- 
ward standards is not enough to 
justify one's claim to be strictly 
moral. The hidden heart is the seat 
of both good and evil. 
Hence the Bible's insistence on in- 
ternal as well as external righteous- 
ness. St. Paul made a brave attempt 
'to achieve the former-by the latter, 
and he confessed his great failure to 
do so. A regenerated 
soul is the 
basic essential for a sufficient ethic. 
I know of no provision for this need 
except that made by God in His 
revelation. 
I agree that those who honestly 
.endeavor to establish their own 
righteousness are often too self-con- 
tented and prone to a kind ow phar- 
. isaism from which many who be- 
lieve they are justified by faith are 
by no means free. Taking the situa- 
tion as a whole, genuine religion 
furnishes light and guidance for the 
entire man; body, soul and spirit. 
Its posSessor is spiritually alert and 
morally active, because he relies on 
his heavenly father for strength of 
will and purpose. Faith in Hun and 
fidelity in all life's relations are not 
opposed; they are complimentary.

cent. Even the school children are 
also to be increased beyond reason. 


Even the 5 cent fare within the 
little zone, number 1 is by careful 
study of thier proposed zoning sys- 
tem found to be of little va-lue to the 
people, for their petition has this 
cunning "catch" in it, "without 
transfer privilege"; so anyone want- 
ing to go south from O street would 
be forced to pay another cash fare, 
and this would be a total increase 
of 33 1-3 per cent to get from the 
depots or the Lincoln hotel or any 
place riding along O .street to H 
stret the limits of zone 1. 


A shrewd document ,to deceive the 
railway commission to grant an or-

Lincoln pay a second unreasonable 
salary to some high officials of the 
power company, .for it is finally 
known that the power company 
owns not only stock of the Traction 
company but also the bonds for an 
amount several times as much as 
the traction company would sell for.

Then Lewis grabbed the ropes to es- 
cape a hold by Deglane, who was 
attempting a headlock.

Referee Trem- 
blay awarded the fall. 
Deglaae arose, holding his right 


arm. 
The referee examined 
the 


wrist and, aftor a conference with 
two members of the athletic com- 
mission, announced that Lewis had 
bitten Deglane's wrist. Lewis was 
disqualified and the bout awarded 
to Deglane. 


Lewis Denies Charge. 


Lewis filed a protest, denying that 


he had bitten Deglane. 


"In 18 years of wrestling," he said. 


"I never bit a man and did not start 
tonight."

I should say nine out of ten 


players would gain better results by 
standing at least, an inch or two 
closer. 
On the tee another common fault

The main thing is to have an easy 
balance for the backswing and fol- 
low-through. It should be remem- 
bered that the idea is to hit with 
the club-head, not with the body. 


My early teacher, Tom Kerrigan, 


once told me: 
One of the most difficult things 


to teach is to retain a firm gnp 
with the fingers and still keep re- 
laxed or flexible wrists. The golfer 
who grips his club firmly usually 
stiffs his wrists too. Or, if he 
thinks about keeping flexible wrists 
he fails to grip the club firm 
enough."
